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LEGISLATION AND FOOD 


Each member of the state legislature 
undoubtedly tries to do something for his 
constituency, his ‘section of the state, or 
:the state as a whole, having in view two 
objects—the, accomplishing of something 
worth while and the advancement of his 
own political interests, so that he may be 
re-elected or advanced, may make aname 
and record for himself which shall live

Having a holiday now about once a 
week, we can all possibly struggle along 
without any more of them, such as the 
“Health Day’? bill now up before the au- 
gust assembly. Between Health Days, Ad- 
mission Days, Labor Days, Thanksgivings, 
Christmas, New Years, Washington’s 
Birthday and ’steer other people's birth- 
days, we get very little time now to use 
as Work Days, which are the most im- 
portant days ever. ee
